REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


@---@-°-@---@---@°- 


In presenting to the town the official account of our 
Schools, the Board takes pleasure in reporting that a fair 
degree of success has attended the eftorts of our Teachers the 
past vear. 

In two or more instances, however, teachers haye neglected 
to administer a firm and decided discipline, the lack of which 
invariably results in failure. We also notice an instance 
where the teacher, for want of due preparation, manifested a 
very limited knowledge of the lesson she sought to teach, and 
the result of her effort tended to mystify rather than enlighten 
the minds of her pupils. This is all wrong. Every teacher 
should have a clear idea of the subject she presents to her class, 
that the lesson may be made interesting and profitable. 

Our schools with three exceptions, have had tweenty five 
weeks of sessious during the year. Two of the exceptions 
were due to an epidemic of measles; the other was ‘Neck 
Road” school, which closed tive weeks before the end of the 
school year, the teacher, by reason of poor health, feeling un- 
able to make improvement in discipline called for by the Com- 
mittee, resigned her position. 

TO TEACHERS. 


There exists at the present time an urgent demand for goad, 
reliable teachers to instructin our common'schools. No one, 
however, should choose this calling, who is lacking in physi- 
cal health, moral character or mental capacity; and even 
among those who claim these qualities, there may be found 
those whom no amount of study or training, would make 
successful educators. Every teacher should seek to know the 
magnitude of the work that she is required to perform, and 
consider that to a great extent, she is responsible fur the 
moral, as well as the mental training of her pupils, and that 
her example will exert a greater influence than her words.

During the next year, it isintended to change the series of 
Grammar, and we trust that other changes will be made as 
often as the best interests of the schools require. 


Under the provisions of Laws of 1899, the town has received 
from the State the sum of $297.48,which sum must be applied 
to the support of the schools.
